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NEGOTIATIONS ARE ABOUT OFF. 


What Causes the Hitch in Reciprocity 


with Germany. 

Washington. December 22.—The recipro- 
city negot‘ations between the United 
States and Germany are practically sus- 
pended. They never got beyond the initial 
stage. There appears to have been a w.l- 
lingness on the part of both governments 


to look into the section, but the inqu'ry~ 


did not develop any prospect of material 
concessions on either side. The articles 
on whch a reciprocity agreement can be 
made are produced in France and not in 
Germany. The utmost extent of a re¢i- 
proc ty treaty between the United States 
and Germany under the present law would 
be a ® per cent reduct'on of duty on cer- 
tain agreed upon German products. Ger- 
many is chiefly concerned about sugar, 
but the 20 per cent reduction in duty per- 
mitted under the Dingley law, it is said, 
would he of ins'gnificant consequence. 
Moreover some doubt has arisen as to 
whether --v concessions on this art'c.e 
would be granted by the Un'ted States in 
view of the tendency toward butiding up 
the American sugar trade as against that 
of bounty paying nations. It was thought 
that the arrival of the new German am- 
bassador. Dr. Von Holleben, would give 
an impetus to the negotiations and per- 
haps result in the conc!u3 on of a treaty, 
bur on the contrary, the subject has lapsed 
and neither government is showing any 
anx'ety to urge the matter to a conclusion. 

The negotiations with France are sim- 
jlarly at a standstill owing to the course 
of the French government in rais'ng the 
duties on lard and other Amer.can prod- 
ucts, 

The negotiations with Great Britain as to 
the British West Indies are proceeding 
slowly. but an agreement is not expected 
‘n the near future. 


ROCKWELL HAS PENSION PLAN. 


He Thinks He Could Save Both Pen- 
sioners and Government Money. 
New York, December 22.—The Press says 
that W. F. Rockwell, a prominent manu- 
facturer of Meriden, Conn., has in view the 
presentation of a bill in congress through 
the pension committee looking toward the 
funding of the pension appropriation, This 
bill, according to Mr. Rockwell, promises 
to be of great benefit not only to the gov- 
ernment in the saving of many millions of 
dollars, but.to the vast army of pensioners 
also. Mr. Rockwell has talked about his 
plan to President McKiniey, Secretary 
Bliss. members of the ways and means 
committee and to pension officials, all of 
whom, he says, think well of it. but they 
have not decided yet how it will be re- 

ceived by the country. 

Pensioners who have been approached 
by Mr. Rockwell on the subject also think 
well of the idea and are inclined to view it 
in a favorable light. He has consulted also 
numerous bankers, commercial men and 
life insurance actuaries, who approve the 
scheme and admit its feasibility, believing 
it to be entirely practical. 

“Tt has long been an idea of cOngress,”’ 
said Mr. Rockwell in speak:ng of his plan, 
“that pensioners are dependent, whereas, 
as a matter of fact, the great bulk of them 

_ Ske, independent... Thousands. of .them .are 
owners ©f farms in the west, which are 
mortgaged, the mortgages bearing interest 
anywhere from 8 to 12 per cent. My idea 
is to issue negotiable bonds to the pension- 
ers, or to pay themi-the cash at their op- 
tion, to cover the amount they would re- 
ceive from the government, based on. life 
insurance expectancy. This would enab.e 
them to pay oii these mortgages, thus sav- 
ing to them the difference between the low- 
est rate of interest in any state, 6 per cent, 
and the interest on the bonds, 2% per cent.” 


LEAVES HER ONLY TWO MILLION 


Mrs. Billings Willing To Take Amount 
Allowed by Law. 

Chicago, December 22.—Mrs. Augusta S. 
Billings, widow of the late Albert M. Bil- 
lings, the millionaire banker and capitalist, 
has renounced the provisions of her hus- 
band’s will so far as it relates to her and 
has elected to take the share of,the estate 
allotted to her by law. 

It is said that the difference in the in- 
come of Mrs. Billings will be very slight, 
her reasons for the action being the desire 
of the heirs to improve a large portion 


| of the real property belonging to the estate. 


Mr. Billings’s estate was estimated at the 
time of his death at $2,000,000. Since then, 
however, much real and personal property 
in other states has been inventoried, bring- 
ing the total value of the estate, it is 
said, up to about $7,000,000. Mrs, Billings’s 
share will amount to something over $2.00,- 
000 and will give her command of the ready 
money necessary for use in the contemplat- 
ed improvements.

GAGE GROWS GLIB. 
WITH MR. GOMPERS 


Secretary of the Treasury Is Fretted by 
Federation of Labor. 


DEFENDS HIS FINANCIAL FOLLY | 


Smarts Under the Criticism of the 
American Labor Organization. 


PLEADS HONESTY QF PURPOSE, IF WRONG 


His Conviction the Fruit of Sincere 
Study and Reflection—An Effort 
To Save His Party. 


Washington, December 22.—Secretary Gage 
has written the following letter to Presi- 
dent Gompers, of the Federation of La- 
bor: 


“Il have read with care the resolutions 
adopted the sun mstant at Nasnv.lle by 
tiie convention of the Federation of Labor, 
Wilton reciieés as Loil0Ws: 

“"nescived, ‘imac we declare ourselves 
MOSt positiveiy opposed to the Gage finan- 
clai vil recentiy introduced .n congress 
by the secreiary of the treasury. It is a 
measure that, if adopted as a law, will 
only the more firmly rivet tne gold stand- 
ara on the people of the country and per- 
petuate ils disastrous elfects in every 
form. 

* ‘Resolved, That we pronounce the Gage 
bill an wundisguised eifort to refire our 
greenback currency and all government 
paper money with a v.ew to the substitu- 
tion of national bank notes in their stead 
and thus fasten the national bank sys- 
tem for years upon the, American people. 

‘*Now,if it be true thaf the gold standaré— 
by! which things have been measured as 
to price for the last sixty years in this 
coumtry—‘s inimical to the interests of 
the laboring classes of the United States— 
then I think it is inimical to ail classes. 
In other words, I do not believe that the 
exploitation of one class by another. either 
through false weights, partial laws or @ 
bad monetary system, can be made to 
work for the permanent benefit of the 
exploit.ng class itself, or for the general 
weal. even were it defensifie on any 
round of right or justice, wh:ch it is not. 
Seumend, therefore, that the permanance 
of the go 
operat

foolsh adviser, or with a perversity of

“But ignorance ofier unconsciously works 
as deep injury as evil intent might do, and 
to this sin of ignorance (if it be a sin) 1 
Must confess myself to be a possible victim. 
“his confession, however. ought not to 
classify me as separate from my fellow 
men generally, whether they be considered 
as individual units or as congregated in 
groups. Ignorance is a relative, not an 
absolute term, since few are totally igno- 
rant and none is absolutely wise. Nor does 
the number constituting the group change 
this fact. since the wsscom of a group, 
however large, canne: be greater than that 
of the wisest man in it. . 

‘This remains true, whether the subject 
matter involving Knowledge and judgment 
be Ustronomy. plirysics or finance. The con- 
demnation then involved in the resolutions 
referred to is measured, by the just or fm- 
perfect apprehensions of questions relating 
to monetary science held by the wisest men 
who supported them. 

“Laying these general considerations 
aside, let me say to you, and through you 
to the great body you so honorably rep- 
resent, that if instead of denunciatory res- 
olutions, which are not argument, you or 
any one on your behalf will show that 
the views I ertertain and advocate are 
other than silutary to the great economic 
body of which we are ali independent mem- 
bers, I will abandon them without hesita- 
tion. My present conviction, the honest 
fruit of sincere study and reflection, is 
that a break-down in our present money 
standard would be a most disastrous blow 
to all our commercial and industrial in- 
terests and that upon the wage workers as 
a class would be entailed the most serious 
effects cf the disaster. Believing this, I 
must so bear witness.’’

MUST ELECT FROM THE LIST. 


Decision That Will Cause Great Stir in 
Chicago. 


Chicago, December 22.—The supreme court 
of Illincis sitting at Springfield handed 
down a decision today upholding the consti- 
tutionality of the civil service law of the 
state. The decision was rendered in a man- 
damus proceeding brought by the attorney 
general of ‘the state to compel Chief Kipley, 
of the Chicago poNce force, to make ap- 
pointments from the classified list furnished 
by the civil service commission. The decis- 
ion is sweeping in its nature and upholds 
the attorney general in all the claims he 
makes in behalf of the law. 

The fight between the chief of police and 
the civil service commission arose over 


the fact that when the present municipal ‘ 


administration came into power the chief 
of police made his appointments without 
consulting the comrm’ssion, and claimed 
he had a right todo so. The attorney gen- 
eral at once brought an action to compel 
Chief Kipley to abide by the Hst of the 
civil service commission and this he must 
now do. 

The decision also settles the question of 
what constitutes “hews of départments,” 
by stating that the head of any department 
in the man in chargo of that department. 
He is declared to be exempt from the oper- 
ation of the law, but this exemption does 
not estend to his subordinates, Hereafier 
the mayor is privileged to appoint the head 
of each city department and the ctvil ser. 
vice commission will control the remainder 
of the offices. 

All the appointments which Mayor Har- 
rison and Chief of Police Kipley have made 
since they entered thir present positions 
are, with the exception of the heads of the 
departments appointed by the mayor, now 
under this decision rendered illegal, and 
the chances are that the commission will, 
in a short time, inaugurate a grand house 
cleaning that will take his position from 
every man not appointed by the commis- 
sion. 

In the police department a hurricane will 
sweep through the upper ranks and but few 
of the commanding officers will be allowed 
to remain unless they pass their examina- 
tiors.

Washington, December 22.—It is under- 
stood that the authorities here have been 
unotiicially sounded as to the attitude of 
the “Juited States toward the complications 
in the far east with a view to learning 
whether American interests in China were 
regarded as sufficient to warrant ahy ac- 
tive step by this government. From ‘what 
sources the incuiries have come is not 
disclosed. If from Great Britain, it must 
have come ti)}cugh Colonel Hay, the, Amer- 
ican ambassador at London, as the British 
officials here have received no instructions 
as to the Chinese situation. It is well un- 
derstood, hc wever,. that Great Britain 
woukl jook with favor on any active step 
by the United Siates which would serve as 
a check for the advance of Germany and 
Russia. The Lritish interests in China are 
ten times greater than those of Getinany, 
Russia and the United States. 

This, in ‘brief, is that the United States 
las no interest in territorial extension now 
going on in China; that she will not land 
at any of the coast ports of China, as 
Germany and Russia have done, and that 
the only concern is to guard established 
American interests in China. These Ameri- 
can interests appear to be much greater 
than is generally known. There are the 
following American treaty ports in China:

HORU HAS COOLED DOWN AGAIN. 


Does Not Have Much To Say About 
Japan’s Rights in Japan. 
Washington, December 22.—Minister Hos- 
hi, of Japan, was in conference with Sec- 
retary Sherman at the state department 
today. The state of the Hawaiian nego- 
tiations. has changed materially since the 
ministdr’s return from Japan. There is no 
further protest on the part of the Japan- 
ese government to the annexation of the 
islands, and indeed, it is asserted that 
Japan’s policy never went to the extent of 
a positive protest. In .any event, that 
branch of the question is considered closed, 
and the present purpose of the Japanese au- 
thorities is to secure specific assurances 
from the United States that in case Hawali 
is amnexed, all Japanese interests will be 
fully protected. In the last letter Mr. 
Sherman wrote to Minister Hoshi, on the 
subject of annexation, - he made prominent 
the assurance that all Japanese interests 
in Havaii would be amply safeguarded. 
The desire, therefore, is to convert this 
general assurance into specific guaranties. 
It is sala that this does not include an 
assurance of the continuance cf the existing 
emigration treaty between Japan and Ha- 
wali, as that is revocable by its terms in 
six months and the revocation would apply 
in case Hawali became a part of the United 

States.

EAKTHQUAKES SHAKE MEXICO. 


Disturbances Along the Western Coast. 
No Lives Lost. 

City of Mexico, December 22.—The na- 
t‘onal meteorological observatory reports 
today much se smic activity on the western 
coast, where there were earthquakes th’s 
morning at Salina Cruz, the Pacific term- 
inus of the Tehuantepec railway: at Te- 
huantepec, Jiltepec, Juchitlan and the City 
of Oaxac, where there was a prolonged 
subterranean roaring, causing some con- 
sternation. The movement was both hori- 
zontal and vertical. Scientific men regard 
the very frequently reported phenomena 
wth much interest, and the belief is ex- 
pressed among them that either there is 
a subsidence or rise of the coast go'ng 
on, but nothing can as yet be accurately 
determined. There has been seismc ac- 
tivity in all that region for two years, it 
even being noted out at sea by fishermen 
along ‘the coast of the state of Oaxac in 
the Pacific ocean. 

The government has detailed engineers 
to study the matter and to report. For- 
tunately there has been no loss of life, 
owing’ to the precautions taken by the 
inhabitants. The regions affected are re- 
mote from this city and the reports come 
in slowly in confirmation and amplifica- 
tion of the telegraphic information.

Washington, December 22.—Further de- 
tails of the killing of the American sailors 
attached to the Untted States fleet in Ja- 
pan have been received here and have been 
brought to the attention of the department 
of state, which has begun an investiga- 
tion. Montgomery, it appears, was killed 
in Yokohama September 2d last. He was 
not intoxicated, but was murdered by boat- 
men. Epps’s case was similar, except that 
he was killed at Nagasaki during the pres- 
sent month. He had been on leave and was 
returning abroad ship when murdered. The 
testimony gathered shows that he was per- 
fectly sober and some sailors on a passing 
ship hearing cries for help looked over the 
water in time to see him being throwr 
from his boat.

THE CASE COMES UP IN JANUARY 


Messrs. C. W. Hunnicutt and G. W. 
Collier Declare the Second Deal 
Does Not Change Situation 
and Is Void Because It 

+ Is Illegal 


The city was last night enjoined from 
buying an undivided one-fifth interest in 
the courthouse property and the county 
has been enjoined from selling the city an 
undivided one-fifth interest in the property. 

The injunction, which came without pre- 
vious announcement, was signed by Judge 
Lumpkin and his action virtually settles 
the controversy as to whether he is quali- 
fied or not to act in the case, 

The order of the court was granted upon 
an application presented by Attorneys Pal- 
mer and Reed, representing Messrs. C. W. 
Hunnicutt and G. W. Collier, plaintiffs in 
the original bill brought againet the city 
on account of the courthouse deal. Judge 
Lumpkin has set the case for a hearing be- 
fore him in chambers on January &th, dt 
which time the city and county must show 
cause why the injunction as prayed for 
should not be made permanent. 

City Treasurer Orme has also been en- 
joined from paying out amy of the funds 


of the city as the result of the deal pro- 


posed by council, and the bill, which ap- 
pears in full below, effectively blocks the 


deal until after the hearing ts conducted — 


and the merits of the case passed upon, 
Charges in the Bill. 


The bill charges that the city has not 


the right to buy any undivided interest: in 
the courthouse property, since that the 
law under which it is authorized to pur- 
chase a city hall does not contemplate the 
purchase of any undivided interest. The 
bill says the city has alleged authority to 


purchase a city hall, not a portion of it, 


and that if the present deal as outlined is 


allowed to be carried out the city may find 


that some council in the next year or two 
before the purchase money is paid arid all 
the interests are secured will decline to 


carry out the terms of the option and the | 


city will then find it has bought an in- 
terest and cannot further purchase and 
thus secure the city hail. 

The bill also charges that under the law 
the county commissioners have no authori- 
ty to selljan undivided one-fifth interest 
in the courthouse, all and every part of 
which is necessary for the use of the public; 
that no necessity exists for making said 
sale by the county of an undivided one- 
fifth interest in the courthouse, and there- 
fore they cannot sell such an interest and 
then turn around and pay the city a rental 


for the use of it. 


«Prevents Free Legislation.” 


It is charged that the proposed deal is 
an attempt and does in fact bind future 
councils so as to prevent free legislation by 
them in this important matter of munici- 
pal government, which it is charged cannot 
be done. The bill further charges that the 
tnherent character of the trade as proposed 
and shown on the face of the resolution: 
if consummated, will necessarily prevent 
free legislation on the same subject by 
future councils and this cannot be legally 
done, and therefore the resolution and ac- 
tion of council és null and void. 

It is charged that the trade as proposed 
is an indirect way 2nd attempt to carry out 
the same trade as heretofore made and get 


forth in the original petition, and is illegal 


for the reasons set forth in that petition, 
with which the public is familiar. 

The petition says the proposed trade is in 
violation of the entire spirit of the constity- 
tion of the state touching the subject of 
indebtedness of the state by municipal 
government. 

The charge is made that the contract and 
the proposed trade is void because it vio- 
lates public policy. Inasmuch as the county 
is using every part of the courthouse, which 
is public property, it is said that it has 
no right to sell any part of it to another 
public corporation, the city, for uses which 
are inconsistent with its present use by 
the county, and the same cannot be used 
together at the same time by reason of 
insufficient room. 

The bill, which is a voluminous document, 
is devoted entirely to the questions of law 
involved in the litigation and there is noth- 
ing sensational. The document is quite in- 
teresting, and will doubtless cause much 


comment. 
The bill in full follows:

Said city 
has not, ‘dv ordinance,’ provided that any 
amount should be paid into such sinking 
fund each year, as provided by said amend- 
ment, in event said city, by its mayor and 
general council, should decide to proceed 
under said delegated authority. 

“4. Said city of Atlanta, by its mayor and

Senator's Onslaught Against the Gage | 


Plan Is All the Talk. 
VIEWS OF OTHER REPUBLICANS 


It Is Clear That the Financial Battle 
Will Be Hard Fought. 


ADMINISTRATION TO BE TESTED BY LEADERS 


Gossip Among Prominent Republicans 
Over Sensation Senator Chandler 
Has Sprung. 


Washington, December 22.—(Special.)— 
With the unpleasant prophecies and blunt 
criticisrrs of the stalwart senator from 
New Hampshire ringing in his ears, tno 
president can hardly be expected to enjoy 
a pirticularly merry Christmas. 

Many things have conspired to bring Mr. 
McKinley a full share of that tired feeling 
which poets say goes with the wearing of 
a crown, and indications are beginning to 
assert themselyes to prove that before the 


eend comes the present chief executive will 


be complaining—as a certain unmen- 
tionable fat man was wont to put 
it—that he has “congress on his 
hands.’’ The divisions among the repub- 
licans on the curreney question are each 
day becoming more and more clearly manit- 
fest and nothing save a miracle can save 
the administration party from as great 
divisions as followed the efforts of the 
last administration to hand the democracy 
over iedy and breeches to the money 
power. 

Chandler sounds the note of warning. 
The.senator from New Hampshire is one 
man of brains who was fooled by the “‘bi- 
metallic’ talk in the platform of his party 
adopted at St. Louis, and speaking for 
himself and for many thousands of honest 
men who were likewise fooled, he protests 
in as strong language as he is capable 
against the efforts of the secretary of the 
treasury to put the’finishing touches on the 
nation’s ‘servitude by ‘“‘committing the 
country more thoroughly to the gold stand- 
ard.”’ 

Other men in the party protest against 
the unwisdom of the attitude in which the 
administration is being placed, for they 
see the political havoc it has in store for 
them; but Chandler has been the only one 
so far who has had the nerve to speak his 
mind. This is due to the fact, that he cares 
less about what the future may have in 
store for him than they, and that, having 
studied the question with a view to finding 
what is best for the people of this country 
and the world, he is advocating the restora- 
tion of silver from principle. 

Two or three times during the summer 
Senator Chandler raised his voice in pro- 
test against the evident tendency of the 
administration, brt none of these former 
letters creatéd anything like the sensafion 
this last has. Of course this is due to ifs 
being a direet criticism of the declared 
policy of the administration as expressed 
by the secretary of the treasury. When he 
was writing in the summer he could show 
no specific declaration of McKinley or 
tis secretary for the treasury upon which 
to hang his criticisms; he could only write 
of his fears. 

Now it is different. 
submitted his bill, has explained 
visions, and has gone at length into its 
purposes—the first one “to commit the 
country more fully to the gold standard.”’ 

Chandler and those others who have pin- 
ned their faith to the president’s ratner 
hazy promises to further that dream of 
ir.ternational bimetallism upon which they 
have builded their hopes of cvercoming the 
sentiment for independent action, now see 
that their worst fears have been realized. 
They are asked to lend their votes and therr 
influence to the very thing that they have 
been loudly decrying—the commitment of 
the country more absolutely to the gold 
standard. 

When he warns the president to “stop 
Gage,’’ Senator Chandler is not speaking 
for himself alone. His predictions of a2 
political turmoil which ‘will arise in con- 
gress to split the now united republicans 
into fragments while it wil) unite and con- 
solidate the now incongruous opposition.” 
find many indorsements from prominent 
and powerful republicans. His bold decla- 
rajion that it is more probable that a bill 
will be sent the president to increase the 
amount of the greenbacks rather than that 
congress will pass a bill retiring them has 
caused many a republican who has héreto- 
fore given the matter little consideration 
to stop and think. His predictions of the 
certainty of democratic success in the con- 
gressional elections and in the next presi- 
dential election express the sentiments of 
the republican prophets, though they are 
more reluctant to openly admit this proba- 
bility that he. 

Chandler has said openly what many oth- 
er republican leaders have been saying to 
one another on the quiet. His strong advo- 
cacy of a policy of non-action on the cur- 
rency question is inspired by the same 
political wisdom that led Dingley to try to 
squelch the consideration of the question 
in the house and inspired Tom Reed to in- 
dorse Dingley’s ideag. But Reed having no 
great love for McKinley, would not go to 
Dingley’s aid in that fight with old man 
Watker and Dingley lost. Reed will lose 
no sleep if the administration is turned 
down in this currency fight, and while his 
judgment says that the non-action policy 
is the only sensible course for the repuwbli- 
cans to pursue, he knows that the blame 
for failure of this effort to force currency 
legislation through congress will not fall 
on his shoulders.

Mercer’s Sixtieth Anniversary. 

Today is the sixtieth anniversary of 
Mercer university and the occasion was 
celebrated with appropriate ‘exercises to- 
night at the college. Mercer was founded 
under the auspices of the Georgia Baptist 
convention. It was first called Mercer in- 
stitute, named in honor of Rev. Jesse Mer- 
cer, a Baptist divine and philanthropist, 
who was one of the earliest advocates of a. 
thorough educational system. This institu- 
tion was originaly located at Penfield, but 
was removed to Macon in 1870. The city of 
Macon contributed to the trustees $125,000 
and nine acres of land on which to locate 
the buildings and establish a campus. Mer- 
cer has had some distinguished men as 
president, namely: Rev. Otis Smith, Rev. 
John L. Bragg, D. D., Rev. Nathaniel M. 
Crawford, D. D., Rev. Burlington Smith, 
Rey. Henry H. Tucker, D. D. L.L. D., Rev. 
A. J. Battle. D. D. L.L. D., Rev. G. A. 
Nunnally, D. D., Rev. J. B. Gambrell, D. D. 
Professor P. PD. Pollock, an able instructor 
and splendid disciplinarian, is now the pres- 
ident. Mercer's graduates are scattered 
throughout the country, and many of them 
have become illustrious on the battlefield, 
in the forum, in the pulpit and in literature 
and have won distinction in the more mod- 
est walks of life. 

Under the administration of President 
Pollock Mercer ts experiemcing a most 
prosperous and .useful period. The at- 
teendance of pupils is-the largest in the 
history of the institution and all the omens 
are favorable. 

In addition to the anniversary exercises

The Railroads Have Adepted Oppressive 
Freight Rates. 


COSTS $8 TO $10 PER CAR

IMPERATIVE THAT SOME RELIEF BE GIVEN 


Gecrgia Saw Mill Association Meet in 
Cordele and Discuss Best Means 
by Which To Get Justice. 


Cordele, Ga., December 22.—(Special.}— 
The Georgia Saw Mill Association held an 
‘mportant meeting here this afternoon to 
take some action regarding certain hard- 
ships which they claim that the railroads 
have sought to impose uvwpon them. 

Mr. H. H. Tift, of Tifton, was made 
chairman, and Mr. M. F. Amorous, of At- 
lanta, secretary. 

Last July the Master Car Builders’ Asso- 
ciation, of Chicago, made certain rulings in 
regard to loading cars with lumber. During 
the past few days these rvlings have been 
enforced by the railroads. The rulings are 
to the effect that shippers, in loading lum- 
ber, must put six or eight feet standards 
on the cars and eight to each car. Be- 
sides the roads insist on the shippers 
placing bearers at each end of the car so 
as to throw the weight near the ends of the 
car. The lumbermen complain that to car- 
ry out these rulings“would entail a loss of 
about 500 feet of lumber to the car, besides 
having to pay the freight on this extra 
They also claim that it ‘s the 
duty of the roads to have their cars 
equipped with all necessary appliances for 
carrying lumber. By the rulings which the 
railroads are seeking to enforce, the ship- 
pers lose from eight to ten dollars on each 
car of lumber. 

The Remedy Asked For. 

The mill men want to be put on the 
same footing as grain shippers in the 
northwest, who are furnished cars with 
grain’ doors free of extra charges by the 
roads. It is understood that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville road was the first to 
suggest these rulings against thd mill men 
and lumber brokers. The Southern road 
soon followed suit. 

There was some talk in the meeting of 
boycotting these roads, but upon reflection 
it was found to be impossible to ship 
lumber from this section without fcllowing 
one or both of these lines. The action of 
the roads in thus enforcing these hurdships 
upon the lumbermen means a 108s of thcus- 
ands of dollars to them.

DENOUNCES KILLING OF RUIZ. 


Jose Congosto Sends a Telegram to 
de Lome. : 

New York, December 22.—Senor Dupuy 
de Lome, the Spanish minister, who is in 
town, gave out today contents of a ca- 
blegram from Senor Joe Congosto, secre- 
tary of the governmerm in Cuba, 
which includes the following tel- 
egram from Senor Marios Garcia, autono- 
mist governor of the iprovince of Santa 
Clara, to General Blanzo: 

“The Governor of Santa Clara to ihe 
Governor General—Not in my offic‘al capac- 
ity, but as a Cuban autonomist, I condemn, 
with all the foree of my soul, the cruel 
act of villainy perpetrated on the defence- 
less and chivalrous Lieutenant Colonel 
Ruiz by a hody of men who claim them- 
selves Cubans and who say they aim at 
independence, not the liberty of Cuba. The 
moment has arrived when the immediate 
majority of the Cuban people, urder the 
new legal rule of liberty and law, pro- 
tests as one man against the acts of cevas- 
tation and cruelty which are an opprobrium 
to civilization, a scandal to the laws of 
society and a denial of «il respect to hu- 
man feelings. 

“The passiveness uf yesterday should 
be changed today to unceasing activ'ty 
until within a brief space the pacification 
of the country, recommended to the ef- 
forts of the people generally, is obtained 
after the triumph of the autonomist ideal 
as meet reparation to justice. ‘The gen- 
erous blood of Lieutenant Colonel Ruiz, 
immolated -in the cause of conciliaiion 
and peace, will hasten the moment of 
peace in Cuba.’ 

Senor Congosto’s cable to Senor de Lame 
says: a 

“The press of the island and the publ'c 
op’nion generally, even those that sympa- 
th'ze with the insurrection, express the 
same sentiment.” 

Senor Marcos Garcia was a colonel] under 
Maximo Gomez in the ten years’ war. 
Lieutenant Colonel Ruiz was not an e'de 
to General Blanco. He belonged to the 
royal engineers and held a civil position 


as head of the Havana waterworks. He: 


organized the Havana volunteer firemen 
on American princ'pies, and at one t'me 
was at the head of the corps. He had fre- 
quently been in the United States «and had 
many friends here, 


Estrada Palma’s Statement. 
New York, December 22.—T. Estrada Pal- 
ma, of the Cuban junta, made the follow- 
ing statement last night: 


“The death of Colonel Ruiz did not occur. 
Ss the Spanish have put it, while he was 
negotiating as a peace messenger under a 
flag of truce.’ Again an again have the 
Cubens promulgated the law that all who 
shall come to them with a peace proposi- 
tion noi based on the independence of Cuba 
should be treated as spies and dealt wich 
accordingly. Colonel Ruiz not oniy knew 
of the ex‘stence of the law, but according 
to the Spanish accounts, ves personally 
warned as to his fate. General] Blanco and 
ecretary General Congosto, too, were well 
aware of the existence of the decree. 
Neverthelers, these latter took advantage of 
the unfortunate quixotism of Colonel Ruiz 
and sent him to the Cuban lines. The 
blood of Colore] Ruiz is not on the hands 
of the Cubans, but upon the heads of Blan- 
co and Congusto, who sent him to his fate. 

“If the penalty of the law had not been 
catried into effect, doubtless Spain would 
have taken advantage of the fact to show 
that the Cubans were not in earnest in the 
rejection of autonomy absolutely. but were 
willing to listen to argument. This degree 
Was not promulgated because the Cubans 
ere afraid of cisaffection in their ranks, 
but because it is known that innumerable 
commissoners wousd otherwise sent 
and on their return make false statements 
encournging the belief that peace might be 
established Or a basis other than inde- 
pendence. 

“Such statements would only serve the in- 
terests of Spain in gaining time, with the 
resulting death of thousands, owing to the 
useless prolengation of the wer.

YOUNG GIRL SLAIN 
AT TONNEL HILL 


Newt Whitten Shoots Annie Yan Zandt 
To Death. 


FORMER RELATIONS OF COUPLE 


Young Man Went West and Married 
: There. 


ent HAD SOUGHT TO WIN HIM BACK 


He Calls Upon Her for the Return of a 
Ring, When the Bloody Trag- 
edy Takes Place. 


Dalton, Ga., December 22.—(Special.)—The 
full story of the Van Zandt tragedy, un- 
available last night, is now at hand. 

Newt Whitten, formerly 4 brakeman on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, shot 
Annie Van Zandt, a young woman, in 
her house near the depot, in Tunnel Hill, 
with a 38-caliber revolver, the ball en- 
tering her stomach and lodging in her 
spine, causing almost instant death. Whit- 
ten was immediately arrested by the 
marshal, the uproar having begun before 
the shooting, and he ‘s now in jail ,in 
Dalton. 

The Cause of the Tragedy. 

The cause of the shooting seems to have 
been as follows: Annie Van Zandt was 
a former Dalton girl, living here with her 
father, who came from Ohio, and it «is 
said until the year 1892 led a virtuous life. 
In this year she swore out @ warrant for 
Whitten, charging him with breach of 
promise and seduct‘on, but Whitten, antic- 
{pating such a result, left Tunnel Hill and 
went to the Indian territory. While there 
he married, and during last summer re- 
turned with wife and child to Tunnel Hil. 
He seemed to be trying to lead an upright, 
decent life, but it is said that although 
the warrant had been dismissed. Miss Van 
Zandt tried in many ways to provoke him 
into resurrecting the old scandal. 

Tuesday evening Whitten went to Miss 
Van Zandt’s house and tried to make her 
give back an old engagement ring, which 
he had given her in 1892. This she refused 
to do, whereupon Whitten drew his revol- 
ver and shot her dead. 

It Was a Double Shooting. 

Whitten was brought to Dalton and fail- 
ed. The particulars as learned here are 
that he was under the influence of whisky 
when he committed the deed. He was in 
turn shot in the leg by Miss Van Zandt. 
After the shooting Whitten went home, 
put up his p’stol, got his lantern and went 
out to look for a physician, not believing 
he had k'‘lled his victim. While look- 
ing for the doctor he was arrested by Mr. 
Will Mauld'n, the hotel proprietor. Whit- 
ten made two desperate attempts to get 
away, but Mauldin was too able a man 
to get loose from. Whitten is weil known 
here aS an amateur baseball player. His 
victim came here with her father, mother 
and one sister from Findlay, O., about 
ten years ago. Her mother died here and 
was sent home for burial. The family then 
moved: to Tunnel Hill. The father is quite 
old and is prostrated from this last blow. 


MAURICE DIED OF APOPLEXY. 


Was Not Murdered as Police Thought 
at First. 

New York, December 22.—Arthur Maurice, 
Seventy-two years of age, a member of the 
New York stock exchange, was found dead 
in his room this morning in the Hotel Win- 
throp. It is alleged that Mr. Maurice’s nose 
was flattened as if by a blow, and that there 
was a deep cut over one of his eyes. In 
the bathtub near where he was found there 
was said to have been discovered a ham- 
mer, with blood stains on it. Mr. Maurice 
had lived at the Hotel Winthrop with his 
wife and daughter for ten years. A son, 
Arthur B. Maurice, is in Paris. 

Investigation by the coroner destroyed 
the police theory of murder, the fact being 
shown that death was the result of apo- 
plexfly.

Mrs. Elizabeth C. McAlister, aged seventy- 
three years, and one of Columbus’ best 
known and most ‘highly esteemed ladies, 
died this morning after a long illness from 
a complication of diseases.

Governor Johnston announces pardons to- 
day to six convicts as follows: 

A. J. Turner, sentenced for four years 
for arson in the second degree, in Walker 
county, three and a half years ago, 

Jackson Parks. sentenced last month, in 
Macon county, to seven months’ imprison- 
ment for carrying concealed weapons. 
Every county officer signed his petition. 

James Tucker, an aged negro, for grand 
larceny, sentenced for two years in Jeffer- 
son county in June, 1896. 

Dowdell Adams, Elmore county, convict- 
ed of murder in the second degree and sen- 
tenced to five years from June, 1896, !s free 
after December 24th. In this case a very 
large petition confronted the governor and 
the man’s gu'lt is doubted by the petition- 
ers.

FOR RELIEF OF GOLD SEEKERS, 


Preparations Being Made To Supply 
Them with Food. 


Washington, December 22.—Captain 
Brainerd, of the subsistence department of 
the army, arrived in Washington this 
morning and although Secretary Alger is 
confined to his home by a severe cold, he 
sent immediately for the officer and had 
a conference with him respecting the ex- 
ecution of his plans for the relief of the 
miners in the Yukon country. Responses 
are coming in to the gecretary’s inquiry 
as to the amount of condensed food prepa- 
rations that can be had at short notice. 
Generally they lindxate that an ample 
supply can be had at reasonable rates if 
contracts are made at once. 

General Merriam, commanding the de- 
partment of Columbla, who has _ been 
charged by Secretary Alger with the se- 
lection of the military guard to be sent 
out with the relief expeditions, has tele- 
graphed the secretary that he has selected 
Major L. H. Rucker, Fourth cavairy, to 
proceed to Alaska and make a reconnois- 
sance of the passes leading from the head 
of the Lynn canal. He reports that the 
officer, who has already started from Fort 
Walla Walla, Wash., by his experience 
as a quartermaster and a cavalryman, is 
well fitted for the duty and also is physical- 
ly able to erdure.the hard service ahead 
of him. 

Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, has 
brought to the attention of the war depart- 
ment officials the claims of the Boston 
Transportation Company. Their represent- 
ative, Pierre Humbert, asserts that the 
company is in position to feéd a large 
number of the miners, inasmuch as it has 
just received news of the delivery by its 
agents at Fort Selkirk on the Yukon river 
of 200.00 pounds of food.

aseries of reforms which have mildly as- 
tonished the people of Atlanta. as well as 
the officers and men who form the gar- 
rison. In fact, it is reasonably safe to 
say. that’ after th's length of acquaint- 
anceship with Colonel Cook, he has in 
one way or another astonished nearly 
everybody hereabouts who has been in a 
position to be affected by his authority, 
which is perhaps the more apparent be- 
cause the administration of Colonel Kel- 
logg, his predecessor in Office, had been of 
an entirely different character. 

Most people will remember that Colonel 
Cook had not been in command more than 
a fortnight before he issued an order 
changing the hour of dress parade from 
4 o'clock in the afternoon to 9:30 in the 
morning. Up to that time it was the wont 
of many people to drive or ride or walk 
out to McPherson’ barracks to witness the 
‘military display, and the new chert road 
on every pleasant afternoon was as gay 
as the Paris boulevard. Under the old 
regime hundreds of applauding men and 
women and children watched the regiment 
go through the manual of arms, and as 
the separate companies swept across the 
greensward the audience lifted its voice 
and stamped its feet 'n a whirlwind of ap- 
plause that gladdened the heart of the

Flying machines not having been suc- 
cessfully launched, and no other means of 
ingress being known to Colonel Cook, no 
Other orders affecting this particular mat- 
ter have since been issued. If it has oc- 
curred to him that industr’ous and persis- 
tent citizens might burrow under the sur- 
rounding wall or seek entrance in the dis- 
gsu'se of book agents or lightning rod pro- 
moters, he has not taken advantage of 
such intelligence. If it wectrred to him 
that any man with extraord'nary ambition 
might disguise himself as a soldier and 
thus secure admission, he has not provided 
Suitable precautions against such inva- 
sions. Br+ all these are matters yet to be 
considered, and it ‘s not necessary to dis- 
cuss them now. 


Not a Warm Welcome. 

The present situation is, in itself, enough 
to ciscourage the most ambitious visitor, 
no matter in what shape he may present 
himself at the barrack’s gate. Here he 
will be confronted with a bewildering ar- 
ray of posted proclamations regarding the 
manner and method governing travel on 
the interior, and he is debarred from phy- 
sical entrance by a heavy chain stretched 
across his path. Back of this chain is a 
Sentry with a bayonet, and back of the 
sentry are other sentries and three or four 
cannon with ammunition stacked about 
them. The welcome which the queen of 
Spain would give to General Maximo Go- 
mez would be torrid compared to that 
which greets the average citizen nowaday 
who goes up against the guards at Fort 
McPherson. 

But, while alk this means, in its broadest 
sense, a sort of tomb for the 80 men who 
are confined at Fort McPherson, it does not 
mean that life is entirely extinct on the 
Quite the contrary. It is true that 
the daily attendance of visitors has dwin- 
died into nothingness, and that the crowds 
which a year ago watched with patriotic 
enthusiasm the evolutions of the dress 
parade are no longer in evidence, but the 
same. source of discontent on the outside 
has supplied plenty of exuberance of a cer- 
tain sort on the inside. The garrison has 
had as much to worry over as the citizens 
of Atlanta have 

New Duties for Officers. 

One after another Colonel Cook has been 
issuing. orders to the Officers which have 
brought them well nigh to the verge of 
panic. They did not mind chasing bicycle 
riders out of the reservation or arresting 
a careless coachman for bruising a blade of 
grass as he whirled this carriage about a 
corner of the road. But they made a kick 
when Colonel Cook ordered the retiring 
officer of the day to report immediately for 
routine duty upon the expiration of this 
term of special service. The colonel held 
that all retiring officers of the day—old 
officers of the day they are called in mili- 
tary parlance—should proceed at once to 
regular duty without having any recom- 
pense in the way of rest and slumber for 
their extra work. Without going into de- 
tail, it should be said that the duties of 
the officer of the day require him to be at 
his. post until after 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and rule % of the manual of guard 
duty, approved January 7, 1893, says: ‘‘Ex- 
cept in emergencies no duty will be required 
of the old officers of the day or the guard 
until four hours after they have been re- 
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- Heved.”’ 


Of course, the old officer of day is not 
relieved until, he reports to the commanding 
officer in the morning, and this particular 
order of Colonel Cook’s means that they 
are to plunge at once into routine duty 
without a chance for rest. They are com- 
pelled to attend all ceremonies, including 
reveille at sunrise, drill at 7:45, dress parade 
at 9, guard mount at 9:20, drill at 10:15, last- 
ing for an hour, and lyceum thereafter on 
two days of the week. The officers claim 
that this is In direct violation of the rules 
of the department and that its injustice is 
so apparent as to cause the interference 
of the secretary of war as soon as it reaches 
his attention. 

Required To Smell Milk. 

So much for the purely technical side of 
the revolt on the Inside of the big reserva- 
tion. There are other things, less technical, 
which everybody will be able to appreciate. 
The officer of the day is, during his term 
of service, next in command to the colonel, 
and his position has always been considered 
in military circles as one of the highest 
dignity and importance. Colonel Cook has 
been dumping one duty after another upon 
the officer of the day out at Fort McPher- 
son until that ‘position has become one 
which is being dodged and evaded as it was 
oné industricusly sought for and coveted. 

The colonel’s latest order requires that 
the officer sf the day shal! smell the milk 
prought ty the barracks to see if it is up 
to government standard.

Not a Military Duty. | 
The picture of a dignified officer of the 
day wandering from one milk wagon to 


' another and along the rear porches of his 
fellow officers’ residences, poking his nose 
into the pails and cans of milk which he 
hight find deposited there, is not exactly 
edifying as a military spectacle. When the 
order was sprung upon the officers they 
were inclined to treat it lightly, but since 
then Colonel Cook has shown a disposition 
to enforce it and the situation has become 
serious. The officers are thoroughly mad. 
They say that they have reached a point 
where submission is no longer possible, and 
they do not hesitate to declare that they 
will no longer yield in obeying a series of 
instructions which might ultimately lead 
them into still more menial service. They 
do not believe that it is any part of the duty 
of a soldier to smell milk, and they point 
to the fact that their education at West 
Point did not fit them for any such em- 
ployment. 

For all these reasons, and for .others, 
there is discontent existing out at the fort. 
It has been no secret for some time that 
the general public felt dissatisfied at being 
shut out of the reservation so rigorously, 
and to many it will not be news that the 
soldiers themselves are kicking. A repre- 
sentative of The Constitution went out to 
the barracks yesterday to say this to Colo- 
nel Cook and to ask for a response from 
him for publication. The Colonel’s official 
residence is the biggest of a long fow op- 
posite the parade ground, and in fr@nt of it 
a portly sentry was pacing up and down 
as The Constitution man approached. The 
centry wore an awe-inspiring blue over- 
coat, a war-like mustache and a gun with 
a bayonet. 


A Journalistic Experience. 

In the innocence of fnexpericnce the re- 
porter started up the steps to the colonel’s 
house, and was about to lay violent hands 
on the door bell when a disturbance in 
the neighborhood alarmed him, and he turn- 
ed to cbserve that the corpulent'§ sentry 
was bearing down in his direction with all 
sails set and his bayonet at half mast. 

“Halt!” puffed the sentry. ‘““Wow!” 

The reporter released the bell. 

“What you want?” demanded the sentry, 
dragging anchor as he halted on the front 
porch. 

“Want the colonel,”” said the reporter. 

The sentry pushed himself between the 
newspaper man and the door, and after 
catching his breath, towed the former 
down to the sidewalk and placed him upon 
a particular stone abutting the hitching 
post. 

“Wait on this spot,’ he said, “till I re- 
turn.” Then he trotted up the stone steps 
and into the colonel’s vestibule. Here a 
lengthy conference was held, which resulted 
finally in the reappearance of the sentry 
with the informa‘.on that the colonel was 
at lunch, but would soon be through. The 
information that he would be through seem- 
ed to be sufficient to permit the reporter 


to once more approach the front door,. 


which was concealed beneath 
waistcoat. 

The reporter told his mission plainly and 
frankly and the colonel replied with equal 
plainness and frankness. 

The Colonel’s Side of It. 

"I know that what you say is true,’ he 
said, ‘“‘but I have no apologies to make. I 
shut out the bicycle riders because one of 
them tried to run down.one of.my guards 
a few months ago and when he was ordered 
to halt, said: ‘Let’s run down the damn 
sentry!’ He got punched in the leg with a 
bayonet, and he deserved it. When I came 
here it happened that every day or two 
somebody was hurt by a collision with a 
bicycle, and I just put a stop to the whole 
business. The order to hold dress parades 
in the morning instead of the afternoon was 
made by the war department, and not by 
me. So far as carriages are concerned, they 
can drive through here every day in the 
year if they will drive slowly and keep off 
the grass. I know that these rules have 
wiped out the usual daily attendance at 
the fort, but that is not my fault. The rules 
are good ones, and will have to be obeyed.” 

Asked about the internal dissensions at 
the post and the internal objection to his 
numerous new orders, the colonel said: 

“I haven’t got a copy of those orders 
here, and I can’t discuss them. They’re at 
my office. Come around next Monday and 
I'll talk to you about them go far as I can. 
They are all right.’’ 

The colonel theret pon retreated into his 
residence and shut’ihe door. The sentry un- 
hitched his musket and started toward the 
reporter with every indication of renewing 
hostilities. The reporter executed a flank 
movement by retiring across the lawh, and 
in this way reached the main roadway, and 
ultimately a place of safety. At the gate he 
stopped to copy some of the numerous signs 
posted there, and a group of soldiers gath- 
ered about him as he did so. Their com- 
ments on his work, particularly regarding 
the necessity of his returning daily to se- 
cure more of the same gort of literature, 
were too pointed to be printed.

Governor Holds That the National Quar- 
antine Grdinance Is Illegal 


ONE RESOLUTION STRIKES A SNAG 


Really Enacts Law, and, Therefore, 
Should Have Received a Constitu- 
tional Majority—Talk with 
Him and a Summing 
Up of the Work. 


Governor Atkinson yesterday passed upon 
all the bills and resolutions sent him by the 
legislature, and this is the result:

The single bil] vetoed was that which | 


prohibits foothall playing in Georgia, and 
all the circumstances surrounding the veto 
have already been told in The Consiitu- 
tion. The veto of a resolution is not only 
new as a matter of news, but is new as a 
departure in executive action. Resolutions 
as a rule are not vetoable—if that be a le- 
gitimate expression. But in this particular 
case the governor holds that the resolution 
really enacted law and was, therefore, sub- 
ject to the same executive consideration 
as other ordinances classified as bilis. It 
was the Knowles resolution declaring in fa- 
vor of a national quarantine law. 
Lhe Governor's Expianation 
In explaining his action on this resolution 
the governor said yesterday afternoon: 


“This resolution evidently intended to 
have the ellect ot law, because it was read 
tuuieeo Limes ull @@CN lvuse aluu proposed Lv 
surrender to the national government an 
important power which is now vested in 
the state. Notwitnstanding the fact that 
it passed the senate unan»mously and the 
house by a vote of 82 to Ww, MN could not be 
law were 1 to sign it, since it did not re 
ceive ithe constitutional majority of 88 
votes. Even had it received such votes, I 
should have attached my veto, as I believe 
its passage would have been a great mis- 
take. 

“I am a believer in the democratic doc- 
trine of states' rights and local self-govern- 
ment. This bill is an abandonment of that 
creed and is in confiict with the best teach- 
ing of Jefferson, Madison and all the grest 
expounders of the democratic position on 
this question. The states are amply able 
to make necessary provision to avoid such 
defects as recent experience has demon- 
strated exist in quarantine laws. The ten- 
dency to centralization is rapid, and the 
best interests of the state and the country 
demands that we should check rather than 
adivance it. 

“The bill under consideration proposes to 
turn over to the national government, 
whenever it sees fit to enact the necessary 
legislation, all quarantine matters in this 
state, in case of an outbreak of yellow fe- 
ver, smallpox, cholera or plague. When 
this is done the liberty of the citizen and 
the right of trave) of our people are taken 
out of the hands of the state government— 
in fact, the life and liberty of our people is 
placed in the hands of officers appointed 
by the federal government. They can re- 
fuse to permit them to go to any point, or 
they may force them to stay in any infect- 
ed district, and the state is powerless to 
come to the rescue of her citizens. 


The Law of States’ Rights. 


‘The power to regulate, or, if you please, 
a: paralvee or destroy our commerce, will 
be placed in the hands of these agents of 
the national government. I believe 
that the authorifles vested with this power 
should be the authorities nearest to the 

ple, with the thorough knowledge of 
their local conditions and commercial in- 
terests, and not in the hands of agents who 
are farthest from them. with least sym- 
pathy for them, and least knowledge of 
their local conditions and financial inter- 
ests. I think that the federal government 
should maintain its marine hospital service 
and perfect and strengthen ff, so that it 
may come to the a‘d of localities affected 
by serious en’demics, co-operate with the 
state authorities, and, so far as advisable, 
relieve commun'ties from the financial bur- 
dens entailed by these disasters. But it 
should go no further. 

“I suggested with some gentlemen who 
discussed this matter with me during the 
session of the legislature that the legis- 
lature should create a state board of 
health, giving it suffictent power to secure 
uniform action throughout the state on 
quarantine matters, securing unfform reg- 
ulat’ons with local authorities. This board 
should encourage the ca-operation of na- 
tional author’ties to secure all aid possible 
from that direction, but we should not 
surrender the power or decline to discharge 
the Guty of protecting our citizens which 
has been confided to us by the constitu- 
t‘on. This agitation will doubtless do 
great good in those states where trouble 
was had with quarantine regulations dur- 
ing the last epidemic. There was no com- 
plaint against the Georgia regulations. If 
there had been .the legisiature could easily 
have corrected it.’’

In Chinese Waters. 

With the seizure of Kaio-Chou bay 
by Germany and the occupation of Port 
Arthur by Russia, it really begins to 
look as if the Chinese empire, which has 
managed to preserve its integrity for 
more than four thousand years, is at 
last destined to become the spoil of Eu- 
ropean powers. 

Germany’s pretext for invading Chi- 
nese territory is well known. It is 
grounded upon the murder of two Ger- 
man missionaries in the province ot? 
Shantung, and its flimsy character is at- 
tested by the fact that if Germany had 
no ulterior purpose in view, she coula 
easily have obtained redress for the 
murder of her subjects through the or- 
dinary channels of diplomatic inter- 
course. Rusegia’s occupation of Port 
Arthur grows indirectly out of the build- 
ing of the Trans-Siberian railway sys- 
tem. On account of its convenient sit- 
uation Port Arthur is essent’al to the 
satisfactory completion of this gigantic 
enterprise. The proposed terminug of 
the Trans-Siberian railway system is 
Viadivostock, on the northeastern coast 
of Asia; but as this port is frequently 
blocked with ice in the winter season, 
it is necessary for the system to have 
some other terminus to be used igter- 
changeably with Vladivostock. In this 
connection Port Arthur holds out para- 
mount attractions to Russia; and the ac- 
tion of that power in seizing upon the 
Chinese port is not surprising. But is 
Russia apt to content herself with the 
mere occupation of Port Arthur? 

Both Germany and Russia are bent 
upon something more than simply carry- 
ing out the avowed purposes which at- 
tach to their invasion of China; nor is 
this anything else than the ultimate 
partition of the empire. Great Britain 
and France are not deceived by the 
shallow pretexts which the two invading 
powers have held out; but with kindrea 
rapacity they are each preparing 106 
adopt the same. course. Recent in- 
formation received from London states 
that Great Britain intends shortly to dis- 
patch several war vessels to Wei-hei- 
Wei on the coast of China, there to re- 
main during the present winter months. 
If this does not mean that Great Britain 
proposes to take a hand in the game 
which Russia and France are playing, 
then what does it mean? France igs 
only waiting for Great Britain to take 
some definite action in the matter, and 
as soon as that power begins to move 
France will likewise turn her war ves- 
sels in the direction of Chinese waters. 

With the various European powers 
intrenched, or shortly to be intrenched 
within some fifty or a hundred miles of 
Peking, it is evident that China is al- 
ready in imminent peril of dismember- 
ment, and that her ancient capital ex- 
ists but in name only. Of course it 
is not to be supposed that, while Euro 
pean powers are heading toward the 
east with mercenary designs. China her-

|ITS POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE. 


Much has been said in connection with 
the appointment of the new prison com- 
mission as to the political significance of 
the selections of Governor Atkinson. 

This is perfectly natural, as the state 
is on the eve of a most interesting guber- 
natoerjal campaign, and it is well known 
that Governor Atkinson is not only a close 
personal friend, but an active political ally 
ot Hon. Joe Terrell, prominently discussed 
in connection with the gubernatorial cam- 
paign. This is not at all surprising, 4s 
Colonel Terrell’s relations with Governor 
Atkinson are well understood, He has al- 
ways been the governor’s friend, and 
hence it would be more surprising than 
otherwise if the governor were not for 
Terrell. 


When the new commission was announc- 
ed the first question asked by almost every- 
body was concerning its political sign‘f- 
cance. 

The day before the governor made the 
appointments he declared emphatically that 
there would be absolutely no political sig- 
nificance in the make-up of the board— 
that he would select three well-known 
Georgians whom he thought qualified to 
give the state good service, and absolutely 
without regard to political service. This 
was a broad platform, but, be it stated to 
the governor’s credit, the indications are 
that he has lved up to it. 

Of the three commisstoners named it was 
of ccurse universally conceded that Hon. 
Joe Turner would be appointed as one, 
and that he would be made chairman of 
the body. It was a natural promotion 
from principal keeper of the penitentiary 
to the head of the newly organized sys- 
tem. It ‘s true that Mr. Turner has been 
recognize as a close political friend of 
Governor Atkinson, but as the governor 
Savs, the appointment would have been 
tendered Mr. Turner even had things been 
otherwise, for his splendid service as the 
head of the penitentiary department for 
the past three years entitled him to the 
recognition.

An Interesting Question. 


While the legal process of injunction 
is not. without its advantages, it can 
easily be carried too far, and when sich 
is the case it becomes tyrannical. With- 
in the last few days The Omaha Worla- 
Herald has been subjected to a dose of 
injunction which strikingly illustrates 
the degree of injustice to which the pro- 
cess may sometimes be carried. 

The affair grows out of a difficulty be- 
tween The World-Herald and The Bee, 
the two leading newspapers of Omaha, 
Neb., over the matter of circulation, 
but without undertaking to pass upon 
the merits of this controversy it is sufft- 
cient to note the character of the in- 
junction itself. During the latter: part 
of November of this year the Omaha li- 
cense board passed a formal resolution 
directing the liquor dealers of Omaha 
to publish their permit notices in the 
newspaper of the largest circulation in 
the county, and furthermore specifying 
The World-Herald as such paper. On the 
ground that this resolution was nov 
strictly legal and proper, the judge of 
the county court, at the instance of The 
Omaha Bee, soon afterwards issued a re- 
straining order enjoining the manage- 
ment of The World-Herald from refer- 
ring to the action of the license board in 
any way for the purpose of influencing 
liquor dealers to insert notices in the 
columns of The World-Herald until fur- 
ther orders from the court. This arbi- 
trary injunction the management of The 
World-Herald refused to obey, maintain- 
ing that such a process was not only 
calculated to restrict the liberty of the

His greatest fame was gained from 
his advocacy of Irish home rule, and his 
opposition to the Disraeli ministry, which 
he ult'mately defeated and compelled to 
resign. As a debater he was forceful and 
unique, quick at repartee, and never at a 
loss for 'anguage to express his vigorous 
thought. He is now eighty-seven years old, 
and lives in retirement at his comfortable 
estate of Hawarden. His faculties are un- 
impaired, and his robust constitution bids 
fair to preserve his life for an indefinite 
period.

“This date was fixed upon arbitrarily by 
the church of the west and is a different 
date from that observed by the church 
of the east. In the New Testament we 
have no mention of the day, month, or 
year of the birth of the Christ. We know 
simply that Augustus Caesar was emperor 
of Rome and Cyrenius was governor of 
Judea. 

“So far for this being Anno Domino, 
1897. it is quite likely that we are from 
four to six years in error in our calcula- 
tions. The Church of Rome fixed arbi- 
trarily upon the 25th of December as an 
appropriate timg for the celebration of the 
birth of Christ, and while ttie Protestant 
churches have never accepted this date 
as historically accuratd, some of them 
have been willing to allow it to hold its 
old place in the Christian calendar. 

“Those Protestant churches that do not 
have a so-called church year have, until 
very recently, given Christmag no ecclesi- 
astical recognition. For centuries they re- 
garded Christmas as a heathen festival 
baptized by the Church of Rome and made 
to do duty as a Christian holiday. 

“Baptists being the most Protestant of 
Protestants in their own conception and 
accepting the New Testament only as 
their faith and practice, have, until very 
recently and almost universally, disregard- 
ed and even condemned the observance of 
Christmas as being entitled to any regard 
from a religious standpoint, 

“Latterly there has been a manifest dis- 
position in certain cities to take hold of 
Christmas with a view to its reformation. 
Christmas in the view of the Baptists, if 
celebrated at all as the anniversary of |

MAYOR THROTTLES 
CHRISTMAS NOISE 


Tin Horns and firectackers Must Be 
Silent This Holiday. 


POLICE HAVE BEEN CAUTIONED 


Only Harmless and Silent Fireworks 
| Will Be Allowed. 


YOU MUST KEEP IN YOUR YARD 


Mayor Collier Has Issued His Procla- 
mation and Everybody Has 
Been Notified. 


This Christmas celebration will be devoid 
of the customary rowdyism and drunken- 
ness heretofore exhibited in Atlanta. 

Mayor Collier issued a proclamation yes- 
terday morning prohibiting the firing of 
bombs, firearms and firecrackers on the 
streets. The small boy will not even be al 
lowed to deafen the populace by fin horns. 
This holy day must be observed in a peace- 
able and quiet manner. 

The mayor’s proclamation was prompted 
by the wild seenes.of disorder that char- 
acterized last Christmas eve in this city. 
The whole town seemed to be given over 
to general rowdyism, the like of which had 
never been seen in Atlanta before. White- 
hall street echoed all night with the dis- 
cordant composite music of the bomh, 
cracker and horn. The fireworks men did 
an enormous business. It was worse than 
a college campus after a football victory. 
The police were utterly powerless. Mob af- 
ter mob swept up and down the streets 
and there were several desperate fights in 
various sections. 

Mayor Collier says this must be stopped. 
He has issued his proclamation in the name 
of law and order and the rightful celebra- 
tion of the birth of Christ. He has held 
a consultation with Recorder Calhoun and 
the latter offered to aid the mayor to the 
bést of his ability. Every person conduct- 
ing himself in any boisterous manner, 
caught firing crackers, bombs, blank cart- 
ridges, blowing tin horns, or any other 
sort of horns, will be promptly locked in 
the station house and given the full limit 
of the law by Judge Calhoun the next day, 
which is a heavy fine or thirty days in the 
stockade, either or both, in the discretion 
of the recorder. 

This proclamation will go into effect at 
once. The mayor proposes to stop the fun 
before it begins. If there are any boisterous 
ones on the streets today they will be cor. 
aled without more ado. The bomb gsere- 
nades whch have already begun to be 
heard fn the land will be stopped. Mayor 
Collier has conferred with Chief of Police 
Manly, giving him explicit instructions to 
be vigilant in the arresting of Christmas 
enthusiasts. The entire police force, su- 
pernumeraries and all, will be put on duty 
at once, and the small boy and the hila- 
rious youth will have to look shy hereafter. 

“I am determined to stop this disgraceful 
celebration of Christmas in our city,’’ said 
Mayor Collier yesterday. ‘There is posi- 
tively no sense in it. Christmas is one of 
the holiest days in the years, and sheuld 
be celebrated in the proper spirit and the 
proper manner. I am going to see that the 
law is Strictly enforced, and all violaters 
will be punished heavily without diserimi- 
nation as to color, plebeian or patrician.”’

“tT hsve prayed to God to spare my life. 
I am mot afraid.” sald Tom Cyrus carly 
yester@ay morning to one of the jailers, 
soon after arising, and a few hours later 
Governor Atkinson signed the order which 
* grants the man a lease of life for sixteen 
days. 

The respite created little surprise. Al- 
*thoush the work on the gallows had gone 
Steadily on and the fatal day had arrived, 
it was generally conceded throughout the 
city that the negro would not die vester- 
day. 

The governor in signing h's order states 
that he grants the respite in order to al- 
low the recently created board of pardons 
to pass upon the case. The board will 
meet Monday and reach a decision. As 
| far as the chief executive bimself was con- 
cernea, he had given his decision in the 
case. He replied to the appeals which were 
made to him by Sheriff Nelms and ex- 
Mayor Porter King, that he cou!d not con- 
gent to commute the sentence of the negro 
unless some new evidence could be found 
sufficiently weighty to warrant such an 
act. 

The trial of Cyrus cost the state compar- 
atively littic, and even the jury was im- 
pressed with the fact that he was a gvod 
hegro. But the twelve men had sworn to 
go their duty and under the evidence in the 
case they thougnt nothing else but a sen- 
tence of guilty cou.id be found. 

The respite signed by Governor Atkinson 
yesterday mornig granis Cyrus a lease 
of life until January 7, 1898, and is as fol- 
lows: ,

THE STORY OF A PENITENT 
YOUNG RUNAWAY. 


A boy, so spent and exhausted that he 
scemed on the verge of a collapse, came 
laboriously up the steps leading to Justice 
Bloodworth’s ccurtroom yesterday after- 
noon and stood waiting. in the hall for some 
moments before anyond noticed him. He 
half sat upon and hRaif leaned against a 
table; while his hat was pulled down over 
his eyes and his arms hung listlessly at his 
side—a figure to attract attention and to be 
pitied. 

Bailiff George A. Ray saw the boy stand- 
ing there and in a kindly tone asked him 
what he wanted. He said he did not want 
anything and had only come up for a mo- 
ment, but his tone and looks belied his 
words, for the bailiff saw at once that 
something was the matter. He took the 
boy by the arm, and pushing him gently 
into his private office, drew out the story, 
piecen €¢al at first, and then velubly, what 
the boy was now longing to tell some one 
and yet dared not. 

Charles Clarke, for such was the name 
he gave, said he was fourteen years of age, 
and that his home, or rather what was 
once his home, was in St. Louis, Mo., where 
his father, brothers and sisters still live. 
The boy was the pet of his mother and she 
treated him better than he deserved, at 
least so the boy thought when telling his 
story yesterday. After his mother died, 
some six months ago, Charles missed her 
tender consideration and thought that his 
father was not treating him properly. 

At last he determined to leave home, 
and so one night when all were asleep in 
the house of his father, Charles stole quiet- 
ly down the stairs and into a room adjoin- 
ing the one in which his father lay asleep. 
Softly opening the secretary he took $20 
from the cash drawer and then went out 
into the night, cast off from his family and 
alone in the world. 

His money did something for him, but it 
goon gave out and then he drifted from 
place to place, working here and there, but 
receiving kind words from few and gruff 
ones from many. He never stole, he said, 
except that $20 from his father, and always. 
managed to get on someway. He found 
himself in Jacksonville about one month 
ago, penniless and hungry. Then he began 
to realize that after all his father was the 
kindest man in the world to him. Charlies 
was tired of it all; he was tired of wan- 
dering and meeting people older and smart- 
er than himself, and he resolved to go back 
home. 

He started at once, riding sometimes on 
freight trains, tramping along the country 
roads, sleeping in barns and sometimes find- 
ing a kind farmer's, wife who gave him 
something to eat and took him in for the 
night, and at last arrived in Atlanta, where 
he meant to stop and rest during the 
day.

They were talking and laughing, 
and apparently paying no attention to Mrs. 
Liebman, until they reached the corner 
where she stood. Quickly two of the ne- 
groes seized Mrs. Liebman and the third 
snatched the pocketbook from her hand. 
The attack was sudden, and she was too 
greatly terrified to scream. She was dazed 
for a minute, and when she had recovered 
herself sufficiently to summon help the 
negroes had d‘sappeared toward Whitehall 
street. 

A telephone message was sent to the 
police station for an officer, and Call Officer 
Crusseile responded. He made a close 
search of the vicinity of the hold-up, but 
could find no one of the description of the 
negroes furnished by the lady who was 
robbed. All of the patrolmen were notified, 
and about an hour after the robbery had 
occurred two negroes, Will Wilson and Bill 
Hill, were arrested. They were carried be- 
fore Mrs. Liebman, who identified the 
two of the negroes who robbed her. So 
hegroes deny they are guilty, and say they 
Were not near the scene of the robbery 
yesterday. They will be tried today.

Despondency Followed Her Delt for 
Assistant to the Librarian, 
TOOK A DOSE OF MORPHINE 


She Was Found Unconse f ious in the 
Capitol Yesterday. 


FRIENDS TOOK HER TO GRADY HOSPITAL 


Begged To Be Permitted To Die, Say- 
ing That She Had No Desire 
To Live Longer. 


Driven to desperation by “sappoint- 
ment and defeat, Miss Ada Elam, one of 
the best known young women in Georgia, 
locked herself in a little room at the state 
capitol and attempted to end her life by 
taking morphine. | 

Last night she lay in a stupor on & cot 
in the Grady hospital, and expert doctors 
worked to save the life that trembled in 
the balance. In half wakeful ‘moments she 
would murmur incoherent words about the 
crushed ambition which led her to seek 
death in the silence and lonéliness of the 
little room in the big building, where for 
two months she has been fighting for 
heart’s dearest hope. ~— i! 


Miss Blam was found in an unconscious 


condition yesterday morning. Some one 
tried to open the door to the room where 
she had sought death,.but it was locked. 
Investigation showed that the key was on 
the inside. The keeper of the building was 
sent for and he lonked over the transom 
into the room. Stertched out upon the mar- 
ble tiling was the figure of a woman, The 
door was forced open and she was sent 
at once te the Grady ‘hospital. The cause 
of the deed was disappointment in politics. 
Miss Elam was one of the many appli- 
cants for the place of assistant state li- 
brarian. Day before yesterday the positive 
announcement was made that the place 
would be given to another. 

The story of the brave struggle for the 
cherished position is one of tragic interest. 
Miss Elam came to Atlanta seyeral years 
ago and took the legislative position of 
postmistress at the house of representa- 
tives. Being a woman of culture and edu- 
catiom, she soon won many friends. Jor 
several terms she held the position of post- 
mistress. During the time the legislature 
was not in session she acted as stenogra- 
pher and secretary to the late state treas- 
urer, Hon, R. U. Hardeman. 

Two months ago when the legislature 
convened the place of postmistress was 
given to another young lady. This was a 
bitter disappointment to the proud spirit 
of Miss Elam. During the session of the 
house she did stenographic work for the 
members. Every member-was her devoted 
friend and nearly every one indorsed ‘her 
for the place of assistant librarian. Be- 
sides this a number of émfluential members 
directed personal, letters:to Mr. Brown ask- 
ing him to appoint Miss Elam. With this 
strong indorsement, and’ with that of many 
of the most prominent’ men in the state, 
Miss Elem felt certain that she would suc- 
ceed in getting the place. She has been 
confidently waiting until the appointment 
was made,’ expecting to be the “successful 
applicant. Day before yesterday Mr. Bréwn 
announced that he woutd give the position 
to Mrs. Milledge. This was a death blow 
to the hopes of Miss Elam. 

Preferred Death to Defeat. 
“T am going to end it all,” she is said 
to have told a friend after hearing that she 
could not get the position. The friend at- 
tached no significance to the remark, and 
forgot the matter for the moment. That uf- 
ternoon ‘Miss Elam disappeared. The people 
at her boarding house thought that she 
was visiting a friend. She did not return 
to her home yesterday morning, but still 
no uneasiness was felt. 
Several times yesterday morning the la- 
dies working in the capitol attempted to 
open the door of a room on the third floor 
of the building. As the room was in con- 
stant use, there was some surprise that it 
should be locked. Am hour or two passed 
and then the occupants of the statehouse 
began ta suspect that something was 
wrong. 
_ The watchman was summoned. He went 
with a porter to the room and by fhe use 
of a stepladder climbed up so that he 
could see over the transom. He saw Miss 
Biam stretched upon the floor and at once 
surmised that she was dead. The transom 
was removed and the porter climbed into 
the room and unlocked the door. By the 
time the door was opened a crowd had col- 
lected, among them the governor, Major 
Callaway, of the governor’s office, and oth- 
er officials of the building. The young lady 
was lying with one side of her face against 
the tiling. The face was purple and the 
lady was unconscious, apparently dead. The 
Grady hospital ambulance had been sum- 
moned and in a few moments it arrived. 
The young lady was sent to the hospital, 
where the physicians exérted themselves 
to restore her to consciousness, In a short 
time she showed signs of consciousness, 
but was very weak. After being at the hos- 
pital for quite awhile she was atle to 
speak. She begged the physicians to let her 
die, and implored them to give her nothing 
to save her life. In wuids hardly intelligi- 
le, she said she wanted to die and end 


it all. 
(Mer Condition Critical. 

During the day the patient showed very 
little improvement, and at a late hour last 
night the hospital physicians stated that 
she was still in great danger, 

The friends of the young ledy at the 
Angier house on Capitol Square, where she 
boarded, were shocked at the unfortunate 
occurrence, They say that Miss Elam wds 
a lady of exceptionally sweet character, 
and all expressed surprise at her act. 

Miss Elam comes from a highly respect- 
able family in Rame, Ga.

ALL SMALLPOX ABOUT GONE. 


Chief Veal Says There Is No Cause for 
Alarm. 

Chief Veal, of the sanitary department, 
announced yesterday that there was no 
further grounds for scare about the small- 
pox situation. He says the disease is now 
completely under control, and will be wiped 
out in the next few days. 

Over forty cases were dismissed from the 
pesthouse yesterday. About 100 now re- 
main. Only two cases were found in the 
city yesterday and two Tuesday. The 
disease is on the decrease, owing to thor- 
ough vacctnation. . 

That this vaccination has been thorough 
is evidenced by the fact over 75,000 people 
have been vaccinated by the city physicians 
and under the supervision. of the board of 
health during the recent scare. Every resi- 
dence street in the city has been visited. 
and very few families have escaped the 
virus. 

This virus alone has cost the city nearly 
$3,700, while the expenses of the phys‘cians 
will run this amount up to nearly $6,000. The 
board of health deserves much credit for 
the manner in which it has handled the 
disease, and there will be no further scare 
this winter. 

The statement published in The Consti- 
tution a few days ago from Dr. J. F. Alex- 
ander, pres‘dent of the board of health of 
Atlanta, in regard to the smalipox situa- 
tion was not a voluntary statement from 
him on the subject, but was written at 
the request of The Constitution, that the 
true status of the number of cases and the 
condit‘on. of the city in regard to it might 
be obtairmed.
